SCHOOL REPORT. 


By the watchful care and constant goodness of that Providence 
whose guiding hand directs all, we are enabled at the close of 
another year to present the Annual Report of our Public Schools. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The Committee first met April 6, 1876, and an organization was 
effected ‘by the choice of John M. Bullard, Chairman, Sanford 
Waters Billings, Secretary and Treasurer. The Secretary was 
delegated to have general charge of the schools. 


LENGTH OF SCHOOLS. 


The schools have been continued nine months during the year, 
with one exception. The West School closed the winter term at 
the end of the tenth week, that the teacher might be released from 
his labors to prepare himself more thoroughly for his future work 
by enjoying a course of study at one of the State Normal Schools. 


Visir or Mr. KNEELAND. 


During {the spring term John Kneeland, Esq., Visiting Agent 
of the Board of Education. for Norfolk County, spent one day in 
inspecting the schools. By these visits those in the Common- 
wealth who are especially entrusted with the working of our free- 
school system seem to be brought nearer to the every-day work of 
our schools. Modes of instruction are suggested and plans 
recommended which may well serve to improve our system of 
instruction. This act on the part of the Secretary of the Board of 
Education is one which cannot fail to commend itself to our school 
committees and teachers, and suggestions’ from those who have 
spent years in teaching are gladly received by those who are 
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interested, as they should be, in directing others. This plan of 
working tends to encourage those who, though interested in the 
best interests of our schools, have felt that the chief educational 
bureau of the State was too far distant from the heart of the people, 
and only known to our teachers and children, often, by the 
annual State report. 


CHANGE OF TeExt-Books. 


One change has been made in the books used in the schools, and 
that was in the direction suggested in our last report. Monroe’s 
Spellers have been substituted for Willson’s, which had been used 
for several years and become somewhat antiquated. Improvement 
in this department has been seen, and has repaid the amount 
expended for books in the exchange. 


ARRANGEMENT OF SCHOOLS. 


The schools have been continued as in previous years. At the 
Centre, two teachers have been employed in the Grammar School. 
With the amount of money appropriated for schools, and under the | 
present circumstances, this seems to be the best arrangement that 
can be made. We desire to repeat the recommendation made in pre- 
vious reports in regard to the establishment of a higher grade of 
school. We need a free high school, where all in town of sufficient 
age and attainments can continue in study longer than they now have 
the opportunity todo. There is a large number of such pupils in the 
Grammar School, while there are others in other schools who need 
the same advantages. An opportunity should be afforded to the 
young ladies and gentlemen of our town to prepare themselves for 
the classical and scientific institutions in the country, when 
desired, or for a more thorough and extensive business education. 
Every town adjoining our own, save one, is blessed with such a 
school, and as a matter of self-honor and respect we should not be 
behind our sister municipalities. 


Music 1n ScHOooLs. 


While those branches which are determined by the statutes of 
the Commonwealth as obligatory to be taught in our school receive 


the attention of our children, there is another department outside 
of these branches which deserve thought. Nearly all children are 
fond of music. It occupies an important place in the education no 
less than in the amusements of those making up our schools. A 
slight appropriation in this direction seems desirable, and would by 
no means prove a needless expenditure. 


SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 


The compensation of our teachers for their work is not in excess 
of other towns in our neighborhood and county. The average 
salary per month of our male teachers has been $42.86, which is 
but a small fraction of a dollar in advance of last year; that of 
our female teachers has been $32.40 per month, or about one dol- 
lar less per month than last year. From the advance copies of the 
coming report of the Board of Education we find that but one town 
in Norfolk County paid its male teachers less per month than our 
own, while twenty paid more. Four towns in the county paid 
female teachers less than Sharon, while nineteen paid more. Five 
towns in the county report no High Schools supported by taxation. 
In two of these no male teachers are employed. ‘The other three 
report the average compensation of male teachers per month, 
respectively, as $42.60, $42.70, $130.00, averaging $71.77 per 
month. 

The average compensation of the male teachers of Norfolk 
County was $107.00, of the female, $41.29 ; of the male teachers of 
the Commonwealth, $84.78, of the female, $35.25. 


REPAIRS OF BUILDINGS. 


. During the year only such repairs have been made as seemed 
absolutely necessary. By the financial report it will be seen that 
the expenditures have not been in excess of the appropriation. 
The East School-house was painted at an expense of $70, but the 
outlay of money upon the other buildings was comparatively slight. 
A sufficient sum is needed to fill up about the underpinning of the 
Centre School-house. The trees also need digging about, and the 
soil about them requires fertilizing. The South School-house will 
need shingling during the year, and new doors with other slight 
repairs are wanted for the North School-house. 
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Loss or A Scuoou Boripina. 


On the morning of March 8, the East School-house was de- 
stroyed by fire. Its cause was unknown, but the opinion generally 
prevails that it resulted from the chimney. At the request of the 
School Committee a town meeting was called without delay, and 
the citizens thus assembled, without a single dissenting voice, voted 
to erect a new school-house, and a committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Asahel S. Drake, Benj. Gannett and George R. Mann, was 
appointed to put in execution this order. Said committee were 
vested with authority to build according to their judgment, and ere 
long we hope to see a new building standing upon the site where 
the former building stood. 


Our Recorp. 


Our record as a town in some directions needs to be improved. 
In the appropriation made by the town for support of schools by 
taxation, we stand the lowest of any town in Norfolk County. 
The sum appropriated per scholar, as stated in the last report, was | 
$7.88.1, while the town next above raised $9.60 per scholar; while 
the amount of money, including voluntary contributions, on an 
average for the County was $14,70.8, and the sam expended on an 
average throughout the State, was $14,84.5. Were it not for the 
sum received from income of our local funds, together with the dog 
tax and Commonwealth School Fund, our present appropriation 
would be inadequate for the support of schools as would be 
desired. . 

The percentage of taxable property appropriated to Public 
Schools in our town is two and twenty-two hundredths mills. 
Three towns in our county have a lower percentage, while twenty 
have a higher. The average for the county is two and fifty-seven 
hundredths mills, for the State two and thirty-six hundredths 
mills. Complaint cannot justly be made that taxes for support of 
our schools are unduly high. 

In the average attendance of the scholars to the whole number 
in town, between the ages of five and fifteen years, we are above 
the average of the State, while several towns in the county are be- 
low us. While this rank is not what we could desire, it is better 


than many towns where much larger appropriations for schools are 
made than in Sharon. 


Free Text—Books. 


The plan adopted four years ago, in furnishing the scholars with 
books free from expense, we believe has proved a success. During 
this time, all, without regard to social condition, have had equal 
advantages, and our system of education, in its practical working, 
has been free and equal to all. We trust that this plan may be 
continued for years to come, and that no retrograde movement 
may be seen in this direction. At the burning of the East School- 
house, the entire school property was destroyed. In the appro- 
priation to be made for school supplies, we trust that the special 
wants of this school, as well as the ordinary demands of others, 
will be carefully remembered. 


VISITS UPON OUR SCHOOLS. 


During the year just closed we have noticed renewed interest in 
attendance upon the examinations of our various schools. At the 
close of nearly every school a goodly number of visitors has been 
in attendance, and at some times an unusually large number has 
taken pains to be present at their close. We regard this feature 
as one of encouragement, and trust it may be seen in the days to 
come. We could desire that such visits should not be deferred 
until the last day, but that while these are continued we may also 
see that the friends of teachers and taught are mindful of this work 
of education as it is daily carried on. 

Commending to the kind consideration of the citizens of our 
town our public schools, in all their varied interests and needs, 
trusting that such necessary appropriations will be made in every 
department tending to improve our schools as shall advance them 
to a yet higher degree of perfection in every regard than our town 
has ever experienced, we present a détailed statement of each 
school, closing our report with the Roll of-Honor, and a specific 
representation of the expenses of our schools as given in the 
financial report. | 


SPECIFIC. REPORT.

GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


Mr. Wittarp ALpEN Estey, 
Miss Carrie A. PotuarD, 
Miss Lizzin B. Lapp. 


This school has been continued during the year in the same 
manner as previously. The school has been large during each 
term, the numbers showing a slight increase from term to term. 
There were sixty-two scholars connected with the school during 
the spring term, sixty-four during the fall, sixty-eight during the 
winter. Seventy-nine different scholars have been connected with — 
the school during some part of the year. At the head of the 
school has stood the same principal who has been connected with 
it for four years, evincing the same devotion as in previous terms. 
At the close of the spring term Miss Pollard resigned her position 
as assistant, having labored faithfully and successfully several 
terms. Miss Ladd was chosen to fill the vacancy. She has proved 
an earnest and a faithful laborer in this field. A large number of 
classes is connected with this school, and a plenty of work de- 
mands attention. The disturbance incident to the passing to and 
from the recitations impedes its highest progress. We repeat the 
suggestions already made. ‘The school should be divided, and the 
larger and more advanced scholars, with others in town of similar 
character, should be provided with such privileges as are afforded 
in nearly all the towns in the county. A higher grade of school 
is a necessity. The town has power to establish such a school 
and maintain it by its appropriation. Will it not show its willing- 
ness in this direction without further delay? The remaining pupils 
would then be in a condition to avail themselves of the better oppor- 
tunities thus afforded as they cannot do under present circum- 
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stances. The instructors late in charge of the school — must. it 
be continued in the future as it has been arranged in the past — 
are abundantly worthy continued confidence and patronage. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL. 
Miss Mary L. Youne. 


For another year this teacher has continued at the head of the 
school. During the year the numbers each term have been as 
follows: spring term, forty-seven pupils; fall term, forty-three ; 
winter, thirty-two. Fifty-four different pupils have been members 
of the school during the year. The recitations in every depart- 
ment have shown careful attention. Great results cannot reason- 
ably be expected in drawing, but the exercises in reading, spelling, 
arithmetic, and geography show care and thoroughness. The 
writing of the first class with pencils was worthy of commenda- 
tion. Pupils are constantly guarded against habits of carelessness, 
which so often overtake the young at a very early age. Neatness 
in the room and about the premises is required no less carefully 
than assiduous attention to study. Sure and careful progress is 
the earnest endeavor of this faithful teacher. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


Miss Carrie E. Buiiarp. 


During the entire year this school has been in charge of the 
teacher who terms before had stood at its head. A constant and 
healthy progress has been seen. Small scholars are encouraged and 
taught to think carefully. Not only at examinations, but during the 
daily routine of the school-room, an observer would notice evidence 
of commendable work. Several of the pupils are located‘at a long 
distance from the school-room, so that irregularity of attendance 
was seen to some extent, especially during the winter term. Though 
the attendance during this term reached a lower figure than last 
year, that of the entire year falls short of that of last year by only 
a small fraction. We regard the labors of this instructor in this 
room as successful, and commend her continuous work, so clearly 
seen in its good results. 
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EAST SCHOOL. 


Miss Mary J. GANNETT. 


Not many years ago, when preparing our report of this school, 
there was one criticism which had become well-nigh stereotyped. 
Our long and sad complaint was irregularity and inconstancy of 
attendance. Commendable improvement in this direction was 
noticed in our last annual report, and we are glad to announce still 
further steps of progress. The average attendance during the 
spring term was 86 per cent., instead of 65, as reported for the cor- 
responding term of last year, and 14 scholars returned not absent, 
instead of two, as in the last report. The per cent. during the fall 
term increased to 88, the highest rank attained by this school for 
several years ; and the number found on the roll of honor advanced 
from 14 to 20, nearly one-half of the scholars not losing a single 
day. The winter term shows. a falling off, in consequence, largely 
of the unfavorable condition of the weather; yet the average for 
the entire year advanced from 77 to 84 per cent. Very few friends 
visited this school during the term, although a goodly number was ' 
present at the examination of the fall term. Faithful work was 
performed by the teacher during the closing term. An interesting 
examination was anticipated. Friends from other schools had 
determined to be present at the closing exercises of the approach- 
ing Saturday. But instead of the realization of our fond hopes, on the 
very night preceding the day appointed for the close of school, all 
that there once was of the school-house was swept from sight. 
Without delay means were taken for the erection of a new build- 
ing, and we believe it is not too much to expect that still higher 
attainments may be realized in the days to come. 


SOUTH SCHOOL. 


Miss Exra J. Howarp. 

At the beginning of the year, in April, 1876, Miss Howard was 
appointed teacher of this school. This was the beginning of her work. 
Without the experience of years of service, she entered upon her 
duties in her own neighborhood, within the same room where she had 
often sat as a pupil, and guiding as pupils some from her own home. 
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Her labors continued during the year with commendable success. 
The attendance upon this school showed the highest average 
among our schools, being nearly 87 per cent., instead of 82, as last 
year ; reaching its maximum during the fall term, when 92 per cent. 
of the pupils were in attendance. ‘The care shown to those scholars 
comparatively backward in their studies was worthy of imitation. 
The closing examination showed good work, and the character of 
the school was worthy of commendation. We are glad that the 
good beginning consummated in an ending so satisfactory. 


WEST SCHOOL. 


Mr. MELVILLE G. SMITH. 


This school was commenced at the beginning of the year, and 
continued in charge of Mr. Smith. He had not the experience of 
years in this direction, but still he was determined to succeed. 
During the first two terms his connection with the school was 
pleasant. During the winter term other elements in the school 
rendered the work more difficult. He still labored conscientiously, 
apparently desirous that every pupil should advance. The attend- 
ance of the scholars during the year, and especially during the 
winter term, was not what it should be. Children were allowed, 
for various reasons, by those in charge of them, to remain away 
from school, much to their injury. The winter term closed ab- 
ruptly, two weeks sooner than was anticipated. It is the desire: 
of the committee that a corresponding additional length of time 
may be given to this school the coming year.
